.Implicit in the privilege of voting 
is the privilege of being voted for, yet 
women have the latter privilege only 
to the extent of about one per cent 
In the recent elections in Ontario only 
two female candidates presented them¬ 
selves and both were defeated. Ontario 
was the first province (we write sub¬ 
ject to correction on this point) to 
gran^woman suffrage, yet no woman 
has sat in its Legislature. Two women 
in the House of Commons and two in 
the Senate represent what will prob¬ 
ably be the maximum. The eastern 
provinces have no female members. 
Alberta has two. The other western 
provinces have one or two. (Here 
again we write subject to correction). 
Quebec is the only consistent province 
It does not want women members and 
logically denies women the franchise \ 
to vote.

Th(j reason is not far to seek ox 
hard to find, but we blush with shame 
when we write that women do no, 
make good candidates. Don’t blame the 
men alone. Women themselves piefei 
to vote for a male candidate. Nomin; 
ating conventions strive to select tlv 
strongest possible candidates. If ail 
the delegates at a party convention 
were women they would select a male 
candidate in preference to a female, 
assuming of course, that they were 
partisans engrossed only in party suc¬ 
cess, as most conventions are. Most 
women were opposed to the suffrage in 
the first place; at any rate, it is safe to 
say that most of them did not care one 
way or the other about it, but the mili¬ 
tants won ou.t It must be disappoint¬ 
ing to them how little effect it has had 
in the way of electing them to rep re 
sent constituencies.

There is a feeling prevalent that the public may be treat 
ed to quite an amount of oratory in the next few month.-. 
Radio broadcasts on one theme or another have been bias, 
ing the air to the prejudice of the health and sanity of cur 
ious dial twiddlers. But there has also been, and threattjn*- 
still to be, a vast flood of platform speaking waiting to bt 
unleashed. Some of these speakers will be reasonable am! 
restrained, others will be utterly illogical and extravagant. 

A good speaker, from the standpoint of a reporter, is one 
who makes his arguments march like well-trained soldiers 
to a definite conclusion. Without going in to the firstly, 
secondly, thirdly of the old time preacher, he will prose, v. 
some order in his thoughts and declamations. » 

It is not always the most fluent speaker who leaves the 
most lasting impression. In fact one might venture the 
opinion that fluency is many a man’s undoing. He ascend* 
th'e platform without due preparedness, depending on his 
facility to make the words roll along. He leaps from point 
to point leaving half his arguments unfinished, and the re¬ 
sult is a jumble that may have sounded well jluring delivery 
but does not look well on paper. This is the type of speak 
er who is loudest in his claims that he was misquoted. He 
actually is in a very poor position to be sure of what he has 
said, because he has said so much. 

The bright light in any reporter’s life is to find a speak 
er who does not attempt to cover the face of the earth, the 
heights above and the depths below in half an hour or ever 
an hour. He is content to make a few points, rounding 
them out in clear, simple, unmistakable language. 11 ‘ 
speaks slowly and with good articulation. A quiet since!it; 
is much more convincing than dramatic gestures, sarcasm 
and over-statement. 

Statistics and quotations from long documents are per 
haps inevitable, but the minute a speaker—like a school 
teacher—takes his eyes off his audience, he loses a certain 
contact and interest. Second hand reports are very much 
like warmed over food. They lack punch. 

Before a speaker can hope to convince others, he mu?, 
himself be solidly convinced. And at that, one wonders how 
many opinions have been changed through attendance at a 
public meeting, or through all the outpourings of radio. 


The Lunney report on the provincial highways probe, 
acquits the department of any sign of graft. This would be 
a greater source of satisfaction to Hon. W. A. Fallow and 
the government, if it were not nullified to a 'great extent 
by-the finding of negligence, fcarelessness and other ineffic- 
icnces which made the loads much too costly. Although Mr. 
Fallow was not shown to have benefittdd in any way by ex¬ 
penditures, there was clearly a great waste of the taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. The lack of competitive bidding in furnishing 
equipment, failure to see that the best equipment available 
was secured, laxity in demanding that timekeepers safe ' 
jguard the interests of the government, big profits to ren 
tors of equipment and from the feeding of men, insufficient 
qualifications of the general foreman are amongst the find¬ 
ings of the report. Mr. Keith, former deputy minister, in 
the opinion of the report, was not responsible for the mix- 
jup which is likely to lose the,province the federal share of 
$108,000 on the roadwork. 

Altogether, the findings are much what the public expect¬ 
ed, no evidence that Mr. Fallow made any personal profit, 
but a definite evidence of incompetence in the best hand¬ 
ling of taxpayers’ money. It is granted that the roads un¬ 
der probe are amongst the best in the province. But effic¬ 
ient administration would have provided a much greater 
stretch of road for thtqsame money. 

It is one of the greatest weaknesses of our system of 
government, that with every change of government, new 
men are thrust into responsible offices for which, too often, 
they have no particular training. The cost to the public, of 
this break in departmental business, would be even greater 
than it is, if it were not for the'deputies and civil servants 
who hold the routine steady, while the minister is acquaint¬ 
ing himself with his department. 

Premier Aberhart must accept a heavy share of respon¬ 
sibility for the discharge of deputies and important civil 
servants during the present regime in Edmonton. This, 
policy has Been very destructive to good government be-

The Late'Mr. Clancy' 

Some years ago, having been re¬ 
quested by a friend to insert a notice 
of the death of his uncle who had just 
been hanged at the Fori Saskatchewan 
Mounted Police Barracks for an atroc¬ 
ious murder, we hastened to o blige.

-taking off he was in the enjoyment of 
the best of health. That very morning 
he had partaken of a hearty breakfast 
of ham and eggs and had even taken a 
leading part in an interesting proces¬ 
sion. It seems thaf at the end of the 
procession and while standing on a 
raised platform from which he had 
just finished delivering a brief address 
to young men on the evils of intemper¬ 
ance and bad company, a portion of 
th^ flooring suddenly gave way and Mr. 
Clancy was precipitated into a hole 
beneath the structure. In some way 
his neck was injured in the fall and 
his lecoveiy was pronounced hopeless 
by a physician who happened to be 
present. 

The deceased was held in respect as a 
most highly-esteemed citizens ofEdmo 
ton, having excavated some the finest 
cellars and given personal attention 
to the sewers and drain pipes of that 
quaint city for years.
